Iowa Presbyterian Assembly Forbids 


Admission of Members. 


Uloiv Alined at Secret Societies by Adop- 


tion or.Tudlciory Committee Ite- 


port, 00 to 03. 


DBS MOIXES, Id., May 28.—By a vote 


of 00 to 63 the general assembly of the 
United Presbyterian churcli this after- 
noon adopted the report of the judiciary 
committee upon the charge of creed with 
regard to article 15. This is interpreted 
to mean that it forbids the admission of 
members of 
secret 
societies to the 


church and according to some of the del- 
egates expels those 
belonging 
to the 


church which are now members of sec- 
ret orders. 


When the United Presbyterian general 


assembly reconvened today it immedi- 
ately plunged into 
a discussion of tin- 


report of the judiciary committee as to 
the change in creed with regard to ad- 
mitting members of secret orders into 
the church. 


Rev. 11. G. Campbell, 
of 
College 


Springs, la., moved to amend the report 
by striking out the following section on 
the ground that it was a tacit endorse- 
ment of societies: 


"This action is not to be construed as 


io exclude from the church the member- 
ship of a large -number of societies which 
arc not bound by oftlh or affirmation or 
do not pledge to secrecy In things 
un- 


known or ineulculate a Christian re- 
ligion." 


Dr. J. A. Crier, chairman of the com- 


mittee on judiciary, protested 
against 


the change for the reason thut there.has 
been a 
constant call for a definition. 


"The atiolcy' said the doctor, "does not 
put such societies as the G. A. R. under 
the ban and on the other 
hand we are 


not endorsing them." 


Dr. J. H. McClerken of Pittsburg. Pa., 


favored the judiciary report, because it 
discriminated between the good and the 
bad secret societies. 


Dr- J. M. Wallace, aiso of Pittsburg, 


oposed ihc amendment, saying he ob- 
jected to the "working-men 
being put 


out of the church because they 
form 


themselves into a union to protect them- 
selves against their oppressors." 
. ,Kev...j. i*.RtW.of Ohio- favored the 
amendment. 


In closing up 
the debate, Dr. drier 


said: 
"I am ashamed 
of 
the United 


Presbyterian church in its sliufiling 
in 


the matter. 
The report of the commit- 


tee, is more to tiie point t h a n the amend- 
ment proposed. In the report we say 
we shnl not take, pagans into the church 
even if they are called Masons. 
We sav 


laboring men. Grand 
Army men and 


such, have rights in the church. 


"What will

port':"' asked Mr. McComiell.

Rev. Dr. J. D. Mof- 
fat.t objected to the phraseology of tho 
resolution creating the committee on re- 
vision. The. resolution 
authorized the 


continuance of Dr. Dickey's eominitl.ee 
and Dr. Moffatt claimed that iliis com- 
mittee had been dissolved when their 
report was adopted. 
He therefore sug- 


gested that the records be made to show 
that -a new committee 
wns 
appointed 


even though its membership should con- 
sist" of the old committee. 


The wording of the resolution was ac- 


cordingly altered and the minutes were 
adopted. 


Then arose the que.itron 
as 
to the 


chairmanship of the cimmit.tee. 


Dr. James K. MotTatt of Cumberland, 


Md., said that Dr. Dickey had been made 
chairman of the last committee because. 
of his oflice as moderator of the assem. 
bly. He moved the election of Modera- 
tor Miuton aa ehaarnian of the new com- 
mittee on revision and Ine motion was 
carried. 


The first order of the day wns the re- 


port of the specie! committee on va- 
cancy and supply, read by Judge Rob- 
ert N. Wilson, of this city. The report 
contains plans for the employment ol 
unemployed mini.stei-s and the supply of 
vacant churches. To carry out these 
plans the adoption of the" following reso- 
lutions is recommended. 


"That all ecclesiastical changes sh'all 


be reported immediately upon their oc- 
currence, by the stated cLerk of the pre<j- 
bytery to the stated clerk of the general 
assembly, who shall issue a supplement 
to the minutes at rt-gular intervals con- 
taining a. list of such' changes. These 
lists shall he fiirnished without charge 
to the chairman of presbytcrial and syn- 
odical committees, to the clettks of pres- 
byteries and synods, and upon request, 
to unemployed ministers 
and 
to .the 


clerks of sessions of vacant congrega- 
tions. 


"That a, standing committee of the as- 


sembly of five ministers and four elders, 
is hereby constituted to be known as the 
standing committee 
on 
vacancy and 


supply. To this committee shalL bo re- 
ferred for consideration all ma-tlcrs con- 
nected with the subjects of unemployed 
ministers 
and tlie supply 
of 
vacanf 


churches." 


Dr. Roberts, stated clerk, oa chairman, 


read tho report of the special committee 
on young people's work. Tlie commit- 
tee expressed the opinion ths.t the pr,<;- 
tor should 'be the recognized head of all 
departments of congregational activity 
and also tlie head of young people's or- 
ganizations. The committee also 
pro- 


aentiid a plan for the presbyterial and 
synodical supervision or ''oversight" of 


young people's societies. 


Much discussion was aroused over this 


paragraph: "In so far m Any oversight 
of the societies Is concerned it has been 
deemed best, fo confine supervision at 
present to the establishment of a stand- 
ing committee on young people's work." 


Many of the commissioners were of 


the opinion that the work of young peo- 
pled'societies would 
be handicapped 


rather than assisted by tnis plan of over- 
sight. 
1 J. Willis Baer, general secretary of 
the Christian Endeavor Society, said the 
report was complicated 
and 
liable to 


misinterpretation. 
For that reason he 


would not 
object 
to seeing it voted 


down, although he agreed with the com- 
mittee that young peopfe's organizations 
should be under the guidance of the pas- 
tor. 
As a representative of the Chris- 


tian Endeavor society he could make no 
objection to the report a." a whole. 


Rev. Dr. J. A. Vance • of Chicago 
of- 


fered as a substitute for the committee'o 
report a resolution 
counseling young 


people's societies to seek 
counsel . and

This left the. way clear for the court 


to discuss and pass upon the authority 
of congress to enact revenue harriers be- 
tween the United States and territory 
belonging to -it.

constitutionality of the Foraker act in 
the following terms: 


We are of the opinion thnt the IsJanU 


of I'o'rto Rico is ft territory appurtenant 
and belonging to the United States, but 
not a part of the United States within 
the revenue clause of the constitution; 
that the Fomkcr act is constitutional so 
far as it imposes duties upon imports 
from such inland, and that the pln.ijitifT 
cannot recover back the duties exacted 
in thin case.

".In the Speers system, as prepared for 


the little bipeds of Chicago, the teacher

The next 
word is 'skip,' 


and the teachec skips and the children 
skip. If the next word is 'grin.' they all 
grin. If it is ''wink,' they all wink. It 
is fun as well as profit, you set—especi- 
ally for the teacher. When' it reaches 
,'lliptlap' and 'somersault' it 'becomes 
more .so.

prominence of street or rather house 
numbers. It is not every resident of a 
city by any means who is thoroughly 
conversant with his or her own 
city. 


There arc but few people who can locate 
streets without sonic trouble and that 
not far from postofliee distances. Then 
the perfect strangers who have not even 
the advantages of sectional localities, to 
help them, they are helpless. H is not 
a costly business, this lettering up a city 
in such a legible manner 
that1, every 


street and alley 
boldly 
and 
honestly 


wears its proper label. Of course there 
are'cities who aro not very 
proud of 


their streets, don't, care whether or not 
they tiin be identified easily, but a nia- 
jorit.y of American cities are sntlicient.lv 
attractive and should be suOiriemly en- 
terprising to overcome 
the modesty of 


concealing street names. 


Eastern cities, western cities, southern 


cities, northern 
cities 
are all alike. 


J'ossibly some streets in the centers of 
the cities may Irave signs, and an at- 
tempt made to have street signs in resi- 
dence districts, but in a grc.it majority 
of instances 
the 
names 
arc faultily 


painted or printed, and 
not placed in 


conspicuous places. 
J-louso numbers 
at 


dayight views may do weU enough, but 
in the dfcrkncss of the night time, it is 
a. mighty good jwir of eyes and gift of 
inquiry thai can locale 
dwellings 
by 


numbers. Why can not some method be. 
adopted that will compel the placing of 
house numbers in the most conspicuous 
place, and so arranged that at night 
they may be self-luminous. It is cer- 
tainly not impossible. 


.Kacine yedrn ago raade an attempt at 


placing street 'signs and in few localities 
yet the old signs may be found carefully 
placed where scarcely any one 
would 


ever think of looking for them. But Ea- 
einft needs a 'more 
mo'itcrn system 
of 


street signs, aud no reason whatever ex- 
ists why it should not be adopted. Ef- 
forts have be<yi made from time to time, 
but failure only has resulted. Let this 
lime a more pronounced effort be made. 


ulating child labor, whereby the factory 
owr.ors could have a free hand, Vint for- 
tunately the force of public •sentiment

THE CtOVEIMiJIKST WI>'S. 


That the supreme court would decide 


in favor of the government^ contention 
that the constitution does not follow the 
Hag, and therefore the states in their 
sovereign powers as expressed in their 
original union, can own outside posses- 
sions and territories governing them as 
their necessities and our own interests 
demand, is not surprising. 


As to the states taxation must be uni- 


form. The organic act of union applied 
to stales and not territories, and as ter- 
ritories are admitted a.s states, they nat- 
urally become invested with Ihe same 
sovereign rights as the others a,s express- 
ed in the federal constitution.

Government Policy Upheld 


in Insular Possessions. 


Today's Sweeping Decision Gives 


Congress Power to Legislate. 


Court Holds Duty Invalid in 
Delima Case But 


Reverses Itself in That of Downes 


Against Bidweil. 


WASHINGTON, May -27.—The Unit- 


ed States supreme court today handed 
down opinions covering nil of the issues 
on the now insular possessions which 
have been in controversy. Althoug!'. sev- 
eral of the decisions upfield the contest- 
ants in certain issues raised yet in the 
most important decision, that of Downes 
ugainst Bidwell, Justice Brown announc- 
ed the sweeping decision of the court up- 
holding tho general attitude and policy 
of 
tho government up to the 
present 


time. The effect of this decision is to 
affirm the constitutionality of the For- 
nkex act *ud to Rive, congress power to 
.deal with a newly acquired territory, in 
suca manner as the locative branch 
may consider suitahle for the new terri- 
tory. The decision also has tho effect 
of' declaring that the new insular pos- 
sessions do not by virtue of the troaty 
of cession ncqnire nil tho privileges and 
rights of tho constitution.

Will acts making appropriation for 


its postal service, for the establishment 
of lighthouses, for tho maintenance of 
quarantine stations, tor erecting public 
buildings have that effect? 
Will an act 


establishing a pompletoiocwl government 
but with tho reservation of a right to 
collect duties upon commerce be ade- 
quate for that purpose? None of thoB». 
nor all together, will bo sufficient, 11 tho 
contention of the government ho sound, 
since acts embracing all these provisions 
hare been 
passed in connection with 


Porto Rico, and it is insisted that it is 
s!i!l a foreien eountrv with the meaning 
of tho tariff lows- We arc unable 
to 


acquiesce in this assumption Uiat a ter- 


ritory may be at the same time foreign 
and domestic. 


'•'We arc therefore of opinion that 
at 


time these duties wero levied Porto Rico 
was not a foreign country 
within the 


meaning of the tariff laws, but a terri- 
tory of the United States; that the du- 
ties were illegally exacted and that the 
plaintitl'a arc entitled 
to recover them 


back. 


"The judgment of the circuit court for 


the southern district of New York is 
therefore reversed and tlie case remand- 
ed to that court for further proceedings 
in consonance with this opinion." 


CO.VGRESS HAS AUTHORITY. 


In the course of his reasoning on the 


manner of the acquisition of Porto Rico, 
Justice Brown held 
that congress has 


authority to 
control 
such territory. 


"Indeed, it is," he said, "scarcely t 
much to say that there has not been a 
session of congress since the territory of 
Louisiana was purchased that that body 
has not enacted legislation based upon 
the assumed authority to govern and 
control the territory. It is nn authority 
which arises, not necessarily 
from'the 


territorial clause of the constitution but 
from 
the necessities of 
i.he case -and 


f;-om the ino-biity of the states to act 
upon the subject. 
I'nder 
this power 


congress may deal with territory acquir- 
ed by treaty: may administer its gov- 
ernment as it does, that of the District 
of Columbia. It may organize 
a locul 


territorial government; it miiy admit it 
as stati,1 
upon equality with 
other 


states; it may sell its public ownings to 
individual citizens or mny donate them 
as homesteads 
to actual 
settlers. In 


short, when once acquired, by treaty it 
belongs to the United States nnd is sub- 
ject, to the disposition of congress. 


"Territory thus acquired can remain n 


foreign eouutry 
under the tariff 
laws 


onlv upon one or two theories: 
Either 


that the word '/oreign' applies to such 
countries as were foreign 
at the time 


the statute was enacted notwithstanding 
any subsequent change 
in their 
condi- 


tion, or that they remain foreign under 
the tariff laws until congress 
has.for- 


molly embraced them within 
the cus- 


toms union 
of the states. The first 


theory is obviously untenable. While a 
statute is presumed io spejik 
from the 


time of its enactment, it embraces all 
such persons or things as subsequently 
faJi within its scope, and ceases to op- 
ply to such us thereafter fall without its 
sco^c." 


FOUR DISSENTING OPINIONS. 


Justice MeKenna delivered 
tlie dis- 


senting opinion of the supreme court in 
the insular eases, 
lie was joined by 


Justices Shiras, Wliito and Gray. 


Justice Mclventia went into a detailed 


examination of the cases cited 
in the 


majority opinion. He maintained 
that 


they did not show a clear current of de- 
cision, but 
disclosed much 
divergence, 


of view. He referred also to the fact 
that precedents uo_t in consonance with 
the majority view were now dismissed 
as dietum nnd tiot binding opinion. 


After examining cases cited 
by the 


majority opinion Justice MeKenna said 
that opinion proceeded on the theory 
that the cession of Porto Rico was abso- 
lute, whereas that depends upon the 
treaty itself. He referred to the effects 
•wrought upon the country at large by 
decisions limiting the governmental au- 
thority in respect to customs. The in- 
dustrial policy of tho country might be 
destroyed and "those signing the dissent- 
ins opinion could not acquiesce in a view 
that might lead to such an end. In the 
opinion of those dissenting, Justice Me- 
Kenim, said, the judgment of the circuit 


these dttties invalid. Justices 
Gray,'j 


Shiras, MeKenna a.cd White dissented; 
the latter delivering the opinion. 


After Justice White concluded his 


opinion, Justice Brown 
announced the 


decision of the court in the case of .Arm- 
strong VG. the Unitod. .States covering 
the shipment of geods to Porto Rico. 
This case, the court said, was similar to 
teh Dooley case. While duties prior to 
tho treaty were proper those subsequent 
to the treaty were not. The judgment 
of the circuit court was reversed. 


Justice White announced 
the dissent 


of Justices Gray, Shiras, MeKenna, and 
himself. 


Justice Brown next 
announced the 


opinion in the case of Dowacs vs. Bid- 
well, relating to a shipment of oranges 
from Porto Rico to Ne-iy York after the 
enactment of the Forakcr act. 


Justice Brown then proceeded to show, 


the differences of the question in this 
case from that involved in the first case 
decided, this difference 
being bose-d on 


time and the course taJcen ty the,execu- 
tive and legislative branches of the gov- 
ernment. He said there was consider- 
able divergence in the 
opinion of the 


court in the past a:id too much weight 
should not be given to particular phases 
of past decisions, such as that referring 
the supreme authority to 
congress, as 


that might refer to the supreme author- 
ity of congress under the constitution. 
After analyzing 
the case of Lough- 


brough vs. Blake, the justice summed 
up the conditions under which territor- 
ies were not in the same positions its 
states. 


Justice White, in dissenting in 
the 


Dooley case made 
the 
announcement 


that in the Downes ease, which 
ques- 


tions the validity 
of dutic-s levied on 


oranges imported from Porto Rico after 
the Foraker 
act, the majority 
of the 


court, a.s Mr. White stated it, reverse it- 
self and hold the duty valid. He sa;,d 
the opinion in the Downes case, which 
the court would ajinounce later, wouid 
thus lead to the 
inconsistency 
of the 


court deciding that after the 
Furaker 


act Porto Rico ceased to be n part' of 
the United States and before the Forakcr 
act it was a part of the United States. 


Justice White said 
the court would 


later in the Downes case hold that con- 
gress -had the power under 
the Porto 


Kican tariff act to impose a tariff duty 
on goods coming from Porto Rico. He 
expressed himself as unable to conceive 
on what theory they thus proceeded and 
expressed the opinion that it was due to 
confusion of thought in the Deliuia case. 


It was settled law, by the. decisions in 


the Woodruff ease and 
the 
Houston 


ease, he said, that the power of congress 
to levj- an impost duty did not extend 
to any territory that was a part of the 
I'nitcd States and the result of the ma- 
jority opinion in the Downos case thus 
would 
be to bring about 
a state of 


tilings where territory which was a part 
of the United Stntos before the Foraker 
act became a foreign territory after the 
Foraker act. 
The dissenting justices 


throughout their dissents took occasion 
to criticise sharply the apparent conflict 
between the majority ruling in the Del- 
ima case and that which would follow 
later in tho Downes case.

out pastors, and n plan of oversight of 
the young peoples' societies. 


Before proceeding to the further con- 


sideration of the question of the creed 
revision the assembly adopted the re- 
port of tho committee ou the next place 
of meeting, which selected the Fifth av- 
enue Presbyterian church, N'ew York, as 
the meeting place of tho general assem- 
bly of 1902. 


Tho committee recommended to the 


next assembly the selection of Los An- 
geles for the assembly of 1903. 


When the order of the day—the re- 


vision of the confession of faith—was 
readied, the moderator made a few re- 
marks advising against any hasty ac- 
tion today. He said there was a tend^ 
«ncy to rush the matter so that the as- 
sembly could adjourn, and he hoped the 
commissioners would not get into a pan- 
icky condition and do something which 
they might regret.

Porto Klcnn Colonial* Arriva at Honoluli 


in Deplorable Plight. 


HONOLULU, May 1C. via. San Fran- 


cisco, May 28.—Inspection of the Porto 
Rican immigrants brought here by the 
steamer Colon shows that they are in 
such a state from the need of food that 
they must be held at the quarantine sta 
lion and wait until they regain strength 
su'flicient to enable them to bear the 
journey to the other islands and to plan 
tations on which they will work. 


A joint committee of the legislature 


paid a visit to Quarantine island to in 
spect the immigrants. The trip is said 
to have ended "in disagreement as to the 
condition of the immigrants and thei 
value as citizens oi Hawaii.

Hot WatiT I* the Remedy, bnt It 


.•Vcrd. Deft HnmlllnK. 


\V"e have in tbis country three differ- 


ent spedcs of cabbage buttcrflJes. The 
worst of all three is the .imported cab- 
bage butterfly (Plorls ranrc). .This is 
white, with the tips of the front wings 
black. The female has two black spots 
on the front wings, the male only one, 
Of all the butterflies that are Injurious

to crops iii America this Is undoubted- 
ly the worst The tarvcc work In cab- 
bages, rape and various other plants. 


From the nature of the case poison 


cnunot be safely used, and we have to 
resort to other means for destroying 
them. One of these Is hot water. This 
has proved successful In certain oases, 
though complaints have come from 
some parties who have used it. 


The efficiency oC hot water depends 


upon the fact thnt It takes a less degree 
of heat to kill cabbage worms than to 
injure the cabbage. 


Tlio ordinary manner of applying the 


hot water is through a sprinkler. Wa- 
ter In taken boiling hot to thf> field and 
poured Into a sprinkler. From this It 
Is poured on the infested plants, killing 
the worms,' but not Injuring the cab- 
bages. 


Now, the exact distance that must be 


maintained between the watering pot 
and the plants cnnnot be stated, be- 
cause the watering pots vary ao much 
as to the size of the holes, und the tom- 
portit.ure is likely to vary with the dis- 
tance from the heating apparatus. The 
finer the holes, of course, the nearer 
one can ftet to the plants. If, on the 
other.hnnd. the holes in the sprinkler 
nre coarse, the drops of water will not 
cool sufficiently, and the plants will be 
injured. Every oua must try for him- 
so'.f on a few plants at first and then 
waJt to see the effect. 


Another remedy that is on some ac- 


counts better Is kerosene emulsion ap- 
plied in the ordinary way. 
Professor 


Hlllman of Nevada highly recommends 
the addition of one ounce of pyrethrum, 
or Persian Insect powder, to the liquid 
when it Is ready to apply. 


The work against the early broods of 


these Insects In spring and early sum- 
mer should bo prosecuted with great 
vigor. 
At this time, before the head 


begins to form, the most effective woi'ls 
can he done.-K. II.

Every potato grower knows that 


•ome soils are.,more favorable to scab 
than others. Chemist'Jones of the Ver- 
mont statlorusays: General experience 
Indicates that heavy soils, whether 
they are of clay, mticlc or humus, are 
of the favoring class. This may be be- 
cause theyaje moister. 


There is gronnd for the statement 


sometimes made that the soil best fit- 
ted for a large yield of potatoes Is^also 
most inclined to scab.- - 


Experiments at the Rhode Island sta- 


tion show that an acid condition of the 
soil checks the development of the scab 
fungus, and Professor Wheeler sug- 
gests that plowing under a green crop, 
such- as clover, will check the scab 
fungus, since this green, matter while 
decomposing will render the soil tem- 
porarily acid. On the other band, fer- 
tilizers or manures which tend to de- 
stroy the natural acidity of the soil or 
to increase Its alkalinity may thereby 
render conditions more favorable for 
the fungus. 


It Is the common experience that 


lime and usbes are apt to favor the 
scab. The Rhode Island experiments 
showed that this Is. attributable to 
their content of carbonate of lime 
which renders the soil favorably al- 
kaline. 
Similar increase of scab fol- 


lowed the use of soda ash {carbonate j 
of Rodn), potash (carbonate of potas- 
sium) and mn^nesia. 
Stable manure 


of all kinds favors the scab develop- 
ment, probably for similar reasons. 


Fertilizing materials which do not 


tend to Increase the scab and whioii 
may even check it nre enumerated na 
follows: Common salt, land plaster, 
most coimncruml fertilizers (including 
superphosphates), sulphate of ammo- 
nia, nitrate of soda, kalnit, muriate of 
potash and sulphate of potash.

cuJtivfltlon that have been, in vogue for 
almost 40 years, it is one of the best 
cultivators we know of. 


It has the further advantage of get- 


ting over the ground rapidly. 
A IU 


foot weeder, for example, will cover 
nny field needing surface cultivation 
in a very short time, and the fact en- 
ables the farmer to give that frequent 
cultivation that is necessary to breiik 
up crusts after rains and to keop the 
upper Inch of the soil In a condition 
that will make it an effective mulch 
for the conservation of moisture dur- 
ing dry weather! 


We nre satisfied that a trial of the 


weeder will convince any farmer of its 
value, and those who have not investi- 
gated it should inquire of their dealers 
about it, says Iowa Homestead.

AN ACT for the establishment of a live 


stock sanitary board. 


The people ot the Suite of Wisconsin rcp- 


reseiifed In senate nud assembly do enact 
as follows 
S'ctiou 1. There Is hereby constituted a 


state live stock sanitary board which shall 
consist of three members of the state board 
of agriculture, to be chosen by that body 
from Its membership, the bacteriologist of 
the state agricultural college, aud the state 
veterinarian; the last two mentioned mem- 
bers to I)*. 
1 ex-ottielo members of The board, 


and the state veterinarian to serve without 
additional compensation. The members se- 
lected from the state board of agriculture 
shall hold otllce for a term of three years, 
except that the member first chosen shall 
hold his position for oue year, t!.ie second 
for two years, and the third for thrw years, 
from the llrst day of June. 1301. They shall 
serve without salary, 
but shall 
be paid 


ihree dollars per dny, nnd all members of 
the board shall be paid their actual ex- 
penses wheu In the discharge of their du- 
ties. Meetings of the board shall be lim- 
ited to twelve lu each year, nnd the service 
of uo member on said board, for which a 
per diem Is paid, shall exceed thltry days 
iu any one year.

egates expels those 
belonging

church which are now members of sec- 
ret orders. 


When the United Presbyterian general 


assembly reconvened 
today it immedi- 


ately plunged into a discussion of tho 
report of the judiciary committee as to 
the change in creed with regard to ad- 
mitting members of secret orders into 
the church. 


Rev. R. G. Campbell, 
of 
College 


Springs, la., moved to amend the report 
by striking out the following section on 
(he ground that it was a tacit endorse- 
ment of societies: 


"This action is not to be construed as 


to exclude from the church the member- 
ship oi' a largo number of societies which 
arc not bound by oath or affirmation or 
do not pledge to secrecy in things un- 
known or inculculate a Christian 
re- 


ligion." 


Dr. J. A. Grier, chairman of the com- 


mittee on judiciary, protested 
against 


the change for the reason that there.has 
boon a 
constant call for a definition. 


"The aticJo/" said the doctor, "'does not 
put such societies as the G, A. R. under 
the ban and on the other hand we are 
not endorsing them." 


Dr. J. II. McClerken of Pittsburg. Pa., 


favored the judiciary report because it 
discriminated between the good and the 
bad secret societies. 


Dr. J. M. Wallace, also of Pittsburg. 


oposed the amendment, saying 
he ob- 


jected to the "workingmen 
being put 


out of the church because 
they form 


themselves into a union to protect them- 
selves against their oppressors." 


Rev. J. F. Rtiss .of Ohio - favored 
the 


amendment. 


In closing up 
tho debate, Dr. Grier 


said: 
"I am ashamed

Presbyterian church in its shuffling

New Moderator Head of Committee 


on Creed Revision. 


Reports on Vnoancy nnd Supply and on 


Young Peoples Work 1'roTolie 


Considerable Discussion, 


PHILADELPHIA, 
May 
28.— The 


Presbyterian general assembly engaged 
in a lively debate- today over the approv- 
al of the minutos. Rev. Dr. J. D, Mof- 
fatt objected to the phraseology of the 
resolution creating the committee on re- 
vision. The resolution 
authorized the 


continuance of Dr. Dickey's committee 
and Dr. MofTutt claimed that this com- 
mittee hnd been dissolved when their 
report was adopted. He therefore sug- 
gested that the records be made to show 
that a new committee was 
appointed 


even though its membership should con- 
sist" of the old committee. 


The wording of the resolution was ac- 


cordingly altered and the minutes were 
adopted. 


Then arose the question 
ns to the 


chairmanship of the cimmittee. 


Dr. James E. Mo (Tilth of Cumberland, 


Md., said that Dr. Dickey had been modes 
chairman of tho last committee beeauss 
of his office as moderator of the assem- 
bly. He moved the election of Modera- 
tor Minton as chairman of the new com- 
mittee on revision and tne motion was 
carried. 


The first order of the day was the re- 


port of the special committee on va- 
cancy and supply, read by Judge Rob- 
ert N. Wilson, of this city. The report 
contains plans for the employment of 
unemployed ministers and tho supply of 
vacant churches. To carry out these 
plans the adoption of the' following reso- 
lutions is recommended. 


"That all ecclesiastical changes sHall 


be reported immediately upon their oc- 
currence, by the stated clerk of the pres- 
bytery to the stated clerk of the general 
assembly, who shall issue a 'supplement 
to the minutes at regular intervals con- 
taining a. list of suclT changes. These 
lists shall be furnished without charge 
to the chairman of presbyterial. and syn- 
odical committees, to the clerics of pres- 
byteries and synods, and upon request,, 
to unemployed ministers 
and 
to the 


clerks of sessions of vttcant congrega- 
tions. 


"That a standing committee of the as- 


sembly of five ministers and four ciders, 
is hereby constituted to be known as the 
standing committee 
on 
vacancy and 


supply. To this committee shalLbo re- 
ferred for consideration all matters con- 
nected with the subjects of unemployed, 
ministers 
and the supply 
of vacant 


churches," 


Dr. Roberts, stated clerk, as chairman, 


read the report of the special committee 
on young people's work. The commitr 
tec expressed the opinion that the pas- 
tor should be the recognized head of all 
departments of congregational activity 
and also the head of young people's or- 
ganizations. The. committee also 
pre- 


sento.d a plan for the presbyterial and 
synodical supervision or "oversight" of 
young people's societies, 


Much discussion was aroused over this 


paragraph: "In so far us any oversight 
of the societies 1s concerned'it has been 
deemed best to confine supervision at 
present to the establishment of a stand- 
ing committee on young people's work." 


Many of the commissioners were of 


the opinion that the work of young peo- 
ple's'societies would 
be 
handicapped 


rather than assisted by tnis plan of over- 
sight. 


J. Willis Baer, general secretary of 


the Christian Endeavor Society, said the 
report was complicated 
and 
liable to 


misinterpretation. 
For that reason he 


would not object to seeing it voted 
down, although he agreed with the com- 
mittee that young people's organizations 
should be under the guidance of the pas- 
tor. 
As a representative of the Chris- 


tian Endeavor society he could make no 
objection to the report a* a whole, 


Rev. Dr. J. A. Vance - of Chicago of- 


fered as a substitute for the committee's 
report a resolution 
counseling 
young 


people's societies to seek counsel , and 
guidance of the pastors and sessions in 
all their affairs.

Dr. Vance's was the only vote in favor 


of the resolution. 


The report was then taken up serin- 


turn. The resolutions authorizing the 
adoption of a plan of oversight a,n<l es- 
tablishing 
a standing committee on 


young people's 
work wore defeated. 


The remainder of the report was adopt- 
ed. 


Rev. Dr. S. J. Niccolls of St.- Louis,

NORDSTROM. MUST DIE. 


The United States supreme court to- 


day affirmed the judgment of the su- 
preme court of the state of Washington 
in the cas-e of Charles W. Nordstrom, 
under sentence of death on the charge of 
murder committed in the state, and di- 
rected, that the mandate be issued at 
once. The immediate issue of the man- 
date 
in the Xordstrom 
case 
coming 


from the federal court; of Washington 
also was offered. These orders dispose 
of all the Nordstrom cases before the 
court and so far as this tribunal is con- 
cerned leave him to his fate. The case 
has become famous by reason of the fact 
that Nordstrorrfs death sentence has 
been postponed for nine years by reason 
of legal complications. 
PHILIPPINE DUTIES TO CONTINUE. 


The treasury officials discussed with 


much interest today the decisions of the 
supreme court yesterday in the insular- 
cases and the conclusion has been reach- 
ed that nothing in these decisions is con- 
clusive upon the government to change 
its administration of the customs laws 
as to the Philippine islands, and. there- 
fore, duties will continue to be collect- 
ed on imports from those islands as here- 
tofore and until the court shall have de- 
cided specifically that the islands are in 
the same situation with respect "to the 
United States ns is Porto Rico. 


SEC. ROOT IS PLEASED. 


NEW YORK, May 2S—Secretary Root 


is quoted in a Washington dispatch to 
the Tribune as saying of the supreme 
court decisions in the insular cases: 


"Unquestionably the decision of. the 


court sustains the contentions, theories 
and the policy adopted by the adminis- 
tration in conducting the affairs of the 
Spanish islands since the ratification of 
the. Paris treaty. The upholding of the 
Foraker act signifies tnnt congress has 
the power to legislate without being lim- 
ited by the provisional contingencies of 
the, constitution. For instance, the con- 
atitutionl provision setting forth that 
uniform duties must be collected does 
not apply to the islands. The general 
•result of the decision is certainly very 
gratifying. 


"Of course, there will .be some little 


embarrassment caused by 
the holding 


that no duties can be collected except by 
congressional legislation, but it will be 
only a temporary embarrassment.

VOTE STOOD FIVE TO 
FOUR. 


Supreme Court Decision on Question of 


Vnr Krnchlnjr Importance. 


WASHINGTON, May 28.—By a vote 


of five to four the supreme, court of the 
United States yesterday handed 
down 


what is undoubtedly the greatest decis- 
ion ever made by that tribunal. 


1. The constitution does not follow 


the flag ex propria vigore—of 
its own 


force, 


2. The United States mny enter upon 


a colonial policy—has already 
entered 


upon it—without violation of the consti- 
tution. 


;3. This nation has all the powers that 


rightfully belong to a sovereign interna- 
tional stnte and may acquire territory 
without incorporating "such territory as 
an integral part of itsclr. 


4. The simple act of acquisition by 


treaty or otherwise does not 
automati- 


cally bring about such incorporation; 
and* incorporation is effected only by the 
will o f / 
tho. states acting .consciously 


through congress. 


5. Porto Rico is not a part of the 


United States, but "a territory appur- 
tenant 
anck belonging to the 
United 


States." Tariffs established by congress 
upon goods coming from 
or going 
to 


Porto 
Rico are r valid an'd collectible. 


The Foraker act is constitutional. 


o. Congress has full power over the 


territories, may regulate and dispose of 
them, may at its discretion extend the 
constitution .to them, may admit" them 
as states, or may hold them indefinitely 
as territories, colonies or dependencies. 


7. Porto Rico is not a "foreign coun- 


try" and therefore 
the Dingley law, 


which Jevies duties upon goods imported 
from "foreign countries," does not apply 
lo Porto Rico. Nor yet is "Porto Rico a 
part of the United States." It is a do- 
mestic territory, over which 
congress 


has "unrestricted control." 


These are the salient points' of the 


great decision which the -court yester- 
day handed down. 


The judgment is a sweeping-'victory, 


for the government. 
It is all that was 


expected by the iaw officers 
of the ad- 


ministration. It removes all difficulties 
from the path of the nation, -eager to 
press forward in its new career as a 
world power, with the single'exception 
of the possible failure of the Dingley 
law to apply to the Philippines. 


The court has not yet decided tne lest 


case brought as to the Philippines, but 
may do so today, when another session 
is to be held. At any rate, the embar- 
rassment is temporary, and will con- 
tinue o.'ily till congress can legislate for 
the Philippines, as it has already legis- 
lated for Porto Rico. Congress lias full 
power to establish any tariff ifc pleases 
on exportation.? to or ironi the Philip- 
pines and 
all other territories. The

GRIGGS SAYS, 
BtG VICTORY. 


Ex-Attorney General Declares Adminis- 


tration Has Scored Complete Triumph, 
NEW YORK, May '28.—Former Attor- 


ney General GriggB, in an interview up- 
on the supreme court Porto Ricau decis- 
ions, said: 


"It is a splendid victory for the'admin- 


istration on the vital principle oP-expan- 
sion. It is unnecessary for mer:to say 
that I am thoroughly satisfied with the 
result. It is a clear-cut victory for the 
government on the only really impor- 
tant 
point 
involved. 
Three distinct 


classes of action were involved; one pro- 
testing against, the collection of tariff 
upon imports from Porto Rico after the 
date of our armed occupancy of the is- 
land and before the date of the ratifi- 
cation of the treaty of peace: another 
protesting against tariff charges on im- 
ports between tthe ratification and the 
passage of the Foraker act and a third 
attacking the Foraker law as unconsti- 
tutional. 


"The decision scores a victory for the 


administration 
in the first 
of 
these 


classes and upon the all-important third. 


"The anti-administration party wins in 


the second class. That 
triumph 
is a 


mere-matter of dollars and cents. Im- 
porters will get back the money paid in 
tariff between''the ratification and the 
passage of the Foraker act. Importers 
who paid without protesting will not get 
their money back. 


"The court decides that the Foraker 


net is constitutional, that this country 
luus the legal right to govern its now 
possessions as territories, to make spec- 
ial laws for them and to tax their pro- 
ducts. This has been the contention of 
the administration from the very start. 
It was the principal issue in the last 
campaign for president. 
Our Porto Ri- 


can legislation 
was 
selected 
by Mr. 


Bryan as the main point of attack in 
his Indianapolis speech. The 
decision 


puts a quietus upon that sort of thing 
and takes bho matter out of politics for 
all time. 


"This decision is final. There can be 


no appeal. The decision will not hurt 
Porto Rican trade in the least."

few minutes on a bank of moss, then to 
a deep block as it climbs some tree and 
again changing to a fawn, brown or yel- 
low a slhe case may be. 


To the lovers of nature there is much 


here that 
is interesting, 
A walk of 


about five minutes brings you to the Cit- 
rone-lle springs, which occupy about an 
acre of. space some thirty or forty feet 
below the surface, and is parUy covered 
with a dense growth of various kinds of 
timber, such as oak, pine, holly, mag- 
nolia, etc- Descending by a winding 
path .you are soon at the bottom, where 
bubblig from beneath your feet or trick- 
ling dawn the hiillside are numerous lit- 
tle springs of pure water, which forms 
one of the 
numerous little streams 


•which eventually find their way into the 
Tombigbec 
river. On either side of 


these springs are great deep gorges and 
gullies, with here and there a projection, 
bowlder-like, in appearance, but which 
proves.to bo only a mound of sand held 
in place by 
the 
root of some tree. 


While these gorges are not as stupend- 
ous 
as those of Colorado, they 
are 


equally as picturesque, the almost per- 
pendicular 
sides being 
composed 
of 


layers of various colored sands, varying 
in color from an almost pure white to a 
dark red. Following the course of the 
little stream the banks of which arc 
green with waving ferns, while a little 
higher-up on cither side are rows of wild 
axaleas, and a littJe further down on a 
ledge overhanging the- bank 
far above 


your he-ad are great clumps of moun- 
tain laurel, the beauty of whose blos- 
som we will riot 
attempt to describe. 


Growing in the bed of the stream arc 
tho gum trees o n whoso brand branches 
are. found growing great bunches of mis- 
tletoe. Here too, we see the. mountain 
fringe tree. As yon ascend the incline 
you find trailing at your feet or per- 
chance climbing some small twig, the 
yellow jasmine, whose ; beautiful bell- 
shaped blossoms lend a.'fragrance to tho 
atmosphere, and elirnbirtg 
yonder sap- 


ling is the wild honeysuckle whose long 
tube-like blossoms give a color to the 
green foliage. As you reach the brow 
of the, hill you find such an abundant 
growth of palms and cactus that it, ia al- 
most impossible to pass between them, 
while on every 
hand can he seen the 


dogwood trees which, clothed • in their 
snowy, white blossoms, resemble in the 
distance a snow-capped mound. 


The sportsman, too, <oan easily enjoy 


himself here, as in 
the forests much 


game, 
is found, 
and 
the numerous 


streams afford good fishing.

Supreme Court Holds Constitution 


Does Not Follow the Flag. 


DECISION WILL BE 


HANDED DOWN MONDAY 


Uniform Taxation Claude Held to Pertain 
Only to States in the Union.—United 


States Not Fettered In Government 


of Acquired Territory. 


CHICAGO, May 24.—A special to the 


Record-Herald from Washington, D. C,, 
says: The decision 
of the 
supreme, 


court of the United States is that the 
constitution does not follow the flag. 


This decision, the most important that 


great tribunal has ever made, will be 
handed down next Monday. 


The decision is in favor of the govern- 


ment, but by a divided bench. There 
were at least five individual 
opinions, 


but some of these are concurring opin- 
ions, expressing the views of the writers 
more fully and particularly than is done 
in the opinion of the 
majority- The 


court goes back to the period in which 
the republic, was formed and the consti- 
tution framed, and endeavors to ascer- 
tain what was the intent of the found- 
ers of .the nation. The opinion of the 
majority of the court disposes of the 
uniform taxation clause of the constitu- 
tion, which has been invoked by all the 
appellants in these cases, in the follow- 
ing manner. 


The. 
framers 
of the 
constituion, in 


writing that clause, had no thought of 
its application to territorial possessions. 
No such question as is now presented 
had arisen in their minds. The clause, 
"all duties, imposts and excises sha.ll be 
uniform throughout the United States," 
the court holds was placed in the con- 
stitution as a result of the jealousies of 
the states which united in. forming the 
nation. It was intended to prevent any 
state or combination of states securing 
advantage over another or others; 
to 


prevent the ports of one sta.te gaining 
preference over those of another in the 
importation of goods. 


This rule 
of uniformity was made 


primarily for the- states 
united, the 


court holds, not for territories then pos- 
sessed or afterward acquired and 
the 


constitutional requirement is satisfied 
as long as all duties on imports are uni- 
formly imposed at all the ports through- 
out .the United Staes. 


The advantage of this uniformity may 


be extended, to territories and 
posses- 


sions not states and not members of the 
American union/ but that is for con- 
gross to determine Bunder the authority 
of the constitution. 


FALLS 
100 FEET AND LIVES. 


Wllllnm Peyser's 
R<miurkal>le 
Escape

24.—William 


Peyser, employed as a painter on the 
Wells building, fell from the ninth to 
the second floor of that skyscraper yes- 
terday noon, a distance of about 100 
feet, and sustained no injuries save se- 
vere bruises.

He struck WilMam Wolf, an inspector, 
who was on a ladder near 
the 
third 


floor, on the way down; and landed on a 
plank flooring.

Angeles, Cal., in a beautiful home pre- 
sented to her by the women of Califor- 
nia, a state for whom her brave hus- 
band had done so much in its earlier 
history, for the name of Fremont, who 
led the advance movement which gave 
the state to civilization, a little later, on 
helped drive out the Mexicans, represent- 
ed the state in senate and 'legislature, is 
endeared to 
all citizens of the golden 


state. It does seem as if an American 
congress would be willing to make good 
the stolen goods of 1801.

American capital 
is going 
to Russia 


wher good returns are said 
to be ex- 


pected with .some assurance. 
England, 


however, is the great fiold of American 
capital ond enterprise and 
the capture 


of prominent London transit lines is a 
marked feature- 
American capital 
is 


also being invested in European securi- 
ties, more notably those of England, Ger- 
many, Norway and Sweden while Canad- 
ian loans are freely 
advertised in our 


newspapers and nothing thought about 
it. 


Jt is becoming so of late that our capi- 


talists are invited as a matter of course 
to invest abroad, though it is admitted 
our enterprise in securing trade that Eu- 
ropean manufacturers think they should 
retain causes more 
or less 
irritation. 


But what would Europe have? Jt is from 
our surplus she is helped and from our 
surplus arfd enterprise 
that American 


ways and methods are introduced in Eu- 
rope. Our manufactured goods find 
a 


ready nvarket in many European marts 
of trade and on boots and shoes are ac- 
knowledged way ahead of foreign made 
articles of foot-wear. 


It is through the more fraternal rela- 


tions that Europe now calls upon us for 
loans. Our gold now goes to Europe 


r.ot because we are unable to help it, but 
Because it is wanted there and the inter- 
ests of our capitalists and our manufac- 
turers demand we shall supply the for-

there are strings attached and it all 
comes back before a great while in obed- 
ience to those daws of trade no country 
can resist.

THE LATEST SYSTEM. 


• The new system of imparting knowl- 


edge to the youth 
of the land is some- 


thing that will surprise many excellent 
old-fashioned 
people 
who have been 


nervy 
enough 
in 
all these years 


of 
outrageous 
fads 
in education,, 


to 
believe 
in 
the 
old-fashioned 


system 
of 
teaching our youth to 


spell, define words, English 
grammar, 


honest geography and American history, 
and of course good square 
arithmetic. 


The latest, however, out-classes 
any- 


thing yet produced 
from' the faddists, 


and is known as the Speers system. 


It appears the new, the "modern, the 


very latest, is practiced in Chicago pub- 
lic schools, 
and as 
explained 
by the 


Cleveland Leader, is something like the

.

''The Speers system of imparting use- 


ful knowledge to the young, as exempli- 
fied in Chicago, 
is 
not a novel one. 


With modifications it is the same system 
used in training 
performing 
monkeys 


and dogs. The learned pig gets his edu- 
cation' by the Speers method, and so the 
system 
may justly claim to be well 


grounded. 


"In the Speers system, as prepared for 


the little bipeds of Chicago, the teacher 
points out on the Speers chart, the word 
'hop.' Then the teacher 
hops and the 


children hop. The next word is 'skip/ 
and the teacher skips and the children 
skip. If the next word TS 'grin,' they all 
grin. If it is 'wink/ they all wink". Tt 
is fun as well as profit, you see—especi- 
ally for the teacher. When it reaches 
'liipflap' and 'somersault' it becomes 
more-so. 


'"What is that

the fond Chicago father to his bright off- 
spring. 


'"Pronounce it for me, 'daddy,' says 


the bright offspring. 


" 'Reverse,' " replies daddy.

"It is certainly a nice system." 
It may be well asked what is coming 


next. Yet people pay large sums on 
taxes, much of it wasted on fads but lit- 
tle removed from the above. 


STREET DESIGNATIONS. 


One crying need of American cities is 


that of sufficient street signs and greater 
prominence of street or rather 
house 


numbers. It is not every resident of a 
city by any means who is thoroughly 
conversant with his or her own city. 
There are but few people who can locate 
streets without some trouble and that 
not far from poslofiice distances. Then 
the perfect strangers who have not even 
the advantages of sectional localities, to 
help them, they are helpless. It is not 
a cosily business, this lettering up a city 
in such a legible manner 
that, every 


street and alley 
boldly 
and 
honestly 


wears its proper label. Of course there 
are cities who are. not very 
proud of 


their streets, don't care whether or not 
they win be identified easily, but a ma- 
jority of American cities are sufficiently 
attractive and should be suflieiontly en- 
terprising to overcome the modesty of 
concealing .street names. 


Eastern cities., western cities, southern 


cities, northern 
cities 
arc all 'alike. 


Possibly some streets in the centers of 
the cities may have signs, and an at- 
tempt made to have street signs in resi- 
dence, districts, but in a great majority 
of instances 
the 
names arc faultily 


painted or printed, and 
not placed in 


conspicuous places. House numbers at 
dayight views may do weM enough, but 
in the darkness of the night time, it is 
a mighty good pair of eyes and gift of 
inquiry that can locate 
dwellings by 


numbers. Why can not some method be. 
adopted that will compel the placing of 
house numbers in the most conspicuous 
place, and so arranged that at night 
they may be self-luminous. It is cer- 
tainly not impossible. 


Racine yews ago made an attempt at 


placing street signs and in few localities 
yet the old signs may be found carcfiuily 
placed where scarcely any one 
would 


ever think of looking for them. But Ra- 
cine needs a 'more 
ino'dem system of 


street signs, and 310 reason whatever cx!- 
ists why it should not be adopted. Ef- 
forts have been made from time to time., 
but failure only has resulted. Let this 
time a more pronounced effort be made. 


CHEAP SOUTHERN LAOOtt. 


The cheap labor of the south which 


was supposed would make competition 
of northern mills hard to meet, it now 
seems is not much of a boon, in fact, no 
boon .at all, but an evil. It has been 
contended 
the southern states had a 


great'advantage in their so-called cheap 
labor, but experience demonstrates it has 
been indeed cheap, to their detriment. 
This labor in common use'in thp mills of 
tho south is mostly inexperienced and 
will remain in that condition, since, there 
is no sort of inducement to become oth- 
erwise. This sort of labor is not that 
labor which produced efficient or econ- 
omical results, and this is now being 
found out. 


There was a period When the southern 


cotton and textile mills commenced op- 
erations, that the eastern states had a 
rather bad scare and it was sought to 
repeal the factory laws aud the lavs's reg- 


ulating child labor, whereby the factory 
owners could have a free hand, but for- 
tunately the force of public .''sentiment, 
and the foresight of a majority of "the 
employers, prevented thisy with the re- 
sult that time has worked put t.lua solu- 
tion iri the right way, and/the superior 
skill of the labor employed in northern 
mills lias won out against the cheap 
southern labor.

north, and even considering thejf cheap 
labor, they cannot make the proportion- 
ate profit tlie figures call for. 


THE GOVERNMENT WINS. 


That the supreme court would decide 


in favor of the government's! contention 
that the constitution does not follow the 
flag, and therefore the states in their 
sovereign powers as expressed in their 
original union, can own outside posses- 
sions and territories governing them as 
their necessities and our own interests 
demand, is not surprising. 


As to the states taxation must be uni- 


form. The organic act of union applied 
to states and not territories, and as ter- 
ritories are admitted a.s states, they nat- 
urally become invested with the same 
sovereign rights as the others as express- 
ed in the federal constitution. This was 
will say the court; in its decision, the in- 
tention of the founders of the republic.

cerned alone the states.. 


The, majority of the court will hold 


the states of the' union <:are, still the seat 
of political power, and territories or new 
possessions can be incorporated within

of the states, expressed by congressional 
action in statute or treaty. Acquisition 
alone is not incorporation.'" 


It would be an anomaly if the cor- 


poration, or the firm, to call our union 
such, could not own outside property— 
oould make provisions for mutual inter- 
course and provide for expenditures and 
revenues. Agrtiu to take the outsiders 
in full partnership or not as we were so 
minded. 


THAT AMERICAN CUP. 


Some unfavorable comment is being 


made upon the refusal of the New York 
Yacht club to permit

the cup. Should Boston, for instance, 
furnish the vessel and that vessel win, 
naturally the cup would go to Boston, 
that is only the honor of being the cus- 
todian,,and it is this that is objected to 
by the New York Yacht; club. However, 
it will permit other yachts to rac", pro- 
vided it is done under the auspices 01' 
this particular club and 
the vessel 
by

New York Yacht club will furnish the 
vessel as usual.

PROPERTY.

Thus this railroads .themselves, the do- 
pots, the express cars, the refrigerator, 
tho freight lines, the other property in 
use, will be assessed by the assessors and 
the tnx duly collected.

To Sow C4rass Seed—The. best way to

Government Policy Upheld 


in Insular Possessions. 


Today's Sweeping Decision Gives 


Congress Power to Legislate. 


Court Holds Duty Invalid in 
Delima Case But 


Reverses Itself in That of Downes 


Against BidweJl. 


WASHINGTON, May 27.—The Unit- 


ed States supreme court today handed 
down opinions covering all of the issues 
on the new insular 
possessions which 


have been in controversy. Although sev- 
eral of the decisions upneld the contest- 
ants in certain issues raised yet in the 
most important decision, that of Downes 
against Bidwell, Justice Brown announc- 
ed the sweeping decision of the court up- 
holding the general attitude and policy 
of 
the government up to the 
present 


time. The effect of this decision is to 
affirm the constitutionality of the For- 
aker act and to give congress power to 
deal with a newly acquired territory in 
sucu manner as the legislative branch 
may consider suitable for the new terri- 
tory. The decision also has the effect 
of declaring that the new insular pos- 
sessions do not by virtue of the treaty 
of cession acquire nil the privileges and 
rights of the constitution. 


WASHINGTON, 
May 
27.—Justice 


' Brown of the United 
States supreme 


court, today .announced the decision of 
that court in the insular cases. The an- 
nouncements of the court's opinion was 
begun at 12:27. The main opinion was 
handed down in the Belima fase. Jus- 
tice Brown first announced 
the court's 


decision on point of jurisdiction, holding 
that the court had jurisdiction. 


The Delinm ca-so involved the importa- 


tion 
of goods into the United States 


from Porto Eico after the ratification of 
the treaty of Paris and before the pas- 
sage f the Porto Kica-n act. 


Delima & Co., doing business in New 


York, imported from 
San Juan, J'. R., 


during the months of June 
and 
July, 


1399, certain sugar.-. 
the 
product of 


Porto Rico. Upon these .sugars the col- 
lector at New York demanded and col- 
lected about $113.000 as customs duties. 


Delima & C'o. .sued Bidwell. 
the col- 


lector, as an individual, in the supreme 
,court of tho state of New York, to re- 


cover back the duties thus paid, amount- 
ing- in all to SI£,!-{•>. alleging Uiaf they 
were unlawfully demanded, in violation 
of the constitution, 
and collected 
by 


duress, the collcc!,or exacting the 
pay- 


ment, of the duties as a condition to the 
delivery of the sugars. On the petition 
erf the collector the suit was removed to 
the circuit court of the 
United States 


for the southern district of New York, 
which sustained a demurrer to the com- 
plaint both on the ground that no cause 
for action wa-s stated 
and 
that 
the 


court had not jurisdiction. From 
the 


judgment 
dismissing 
the 
complaint 


Delinm & Co. prosecute error from 
this 


court. 


Justice Brown said that whether the 


sugars imported 
from 
or 
into Porto 


Tlico were dutiable depends upon wheth- 
er Porto Rico is a foreign country. He 
held that the right to acquire territory 
involves the right to govern and control 
it by congress, but he said that a coun- 
try could not bo both foreign and domes- 
tic. 


The opinion was opposed to the con- 


tention of the government. He conclud- 
ed that at the time the duties were col- 
lected Porto Kieo was a territory and 
not a foreign country, but a territory of 
the United States- 


LEGISLATION 
NECESSARY 
TO 


CREATE TERRITORY. 


Justice .Brown concluded 
as follows: 


•'If an act of congress be necessary to 


convert a foreign country into domestic 
territory, the question at once suggests 
itself, What is the character 
of 
the 


legislation demanded for this 
purpose? 


Will an act appropriating money for its 
purchase be sufficient? 
Apparently not. 


Will an act appropriating the duties col- 
lacted upon imports to and from 
such 


country for the benefit 
of its govern- 


ment be sufficient? 
Apparently not, 


Will acts making appropriations for 


its postal service, for the establishment 
of lighthouses, for the maintenance of 
quarantine stations, for erecting public 
buildings have that effect? 
Will an act 


establishing a compiete':oe»l government 
but with the reservation 
of a right to 


collect duties upon commerce be ade- 
quate for that purpose? None of thesfc, 
nor all together, will be sulTieiont, it the 
contention of the government bo sound, 
ainco acta embracing all these provisions 
haro bcfin 
passed in connection with 


Porto Rico, and it is insisted that it ia 
still n foivicrn countrv w i t h tho meaning 
of the tariff laws. We are unable 
to 


acquiesce in this assumption that a ter- 


ritory may be at the same time foreign 
and domestic. 


"We arc therefore of opinion that at 


time these duties were levied Porto Rico 
was not a foreign country within the 
meaning of the tariff laws, but a terri- 
tory of the United States; that the du- 
ties were illegally exacted and that 
the 


plaintiffs are entitled to recover them 
back. 


'''The judgment of the circuit court for 


the southern district of New York is 
therefore reversed and the case remand- 
ed to that court for further proceedings 
in consonance with this opinion." 


CONGRESS HAS AUTHORITY. 


In the course of his reasoning on the 


manner of the acquisition of Porto Rico, 
Justice Brown held 
that congress has 


authority to 
control 
such 
territory. 


''Indeed, it is," he said, "scarcely 
too 


much to say that there has not been a 
session of congress since the territory of 
Louisiana was purchased that that body 
has not enacted legislation based upon 
the assumed authority 
to govern and 


control the territory. ID is an authority 
which arises, not necessarily 
from the 


territorial clause of the constitution but 
from 
the necessities of 
the case 
and 


from the inabiity 
of the states to act 


upon the 
subject. Under 
this 
power 


congress may deal with territory acquir- 
ed by treaty: may administer its gov- 
ernment as it does.that of the District 
of Columbia. It may organize 
a local 


territorial government: it may admit it 


a>5 stato 
upon equality with 
other 


states; it may sell its public ownings to 
individual citizens or may donate them 
as homesteads 
to actual 
settlers. In 


short, when onco acquired, by treaty it 
belongs to the United States and is sub- 
ject to the disposition of congress. 


"Territory thus acquired can remain a 


foreign country 
under the tariff 
laws 


only upon one or two theories: 
Either 


that the word 'foreign' applies to such 
countries as were foreign 
at the time 


(lie statute wa.s enacted notAvithstanding 
any .subsequent change in their 
condi- 


tion, or that they remain foreign under 
the tariff laws until congress 
has ^ for- 


molly embraced then: within 
the cus- 


toms union 
of the 
states. The first 


theory is obviously untenable. While a 
statute is presumed to speak 
from the 


time of its enactment, it embraces all 
such persona or things as subsequently 
faJi within its scope, and ceases to op- 
ply to such as thereafter fall without its 
scope.1' 


FOUR DISSENTING OPINIONS. 
Justice McKerma delivered 
the dis- 


senting opinion of the- supreme court in 
the. insular cases. He was joined 
bv 


Justices Shiras, White and Grav. 


Justice McKemm went into a detailed 


examination of the cases 
cited 
in the 


majority opinion, lie maintained 
that 


they did not show a clear current of de- 
cision, but 
disclosed much 
divergence 


of vic-.w. He referred also to the fact 
that precedents not in consonance with 
the majority view were now dismissed 
a.s dictum and not binding- opinion. 


After examining cases 
cited 
bv the 


n»i.jority opinion Justice McKcnna. said 
that opinion proceeded on the 
theory 


that the cession of Porto Rico was abso- 
lute, whereas that 
depends upon the 


treaty itself. He referred to the effects 
wrought upon the country at large by 
decisions limiting the governmental au- 
thority in respect 
to customs. The in- 


dustrial policy of the country might be 
destroyed aud those signing the dissent- 
ing opinion could not acquiesce in a view 
that might dead to such an end. In the 
opinion of those dissenting, Justice Me- 
Kenria said, the judgment of the circuit 
court should be affirmed. 


Justice Gray followed with the 
brief 


announcement of his dissent 
from the. 


majority opinion, stating that 
he re- 


garded it as 
irreconciliable 
with 
the 


opinion of the court in former cases. 


OTHER TARIFF DECISIONS. 


Justice Brown 
also 
announced the 


opinion 
of the 
court in the case of 


Dooloy vs. the United States, involving 
the validity of a duty levied 
on goods 


imported 
into Porto 
Rico from 
the 


United States between the date of mili- 
tary occupation and the taking effect of 
the. Porto Rican tariff1 act. The 
court 


lie-Id that thare. could be no doubt of the 
validity of tho duties levied by virtue 
uf General. Miles' order prior to the rati- 
flwvtiou or the treaty of peace. It placed 
this right on the, ground of military ne- 
cessity. 


With reference to duties levied after 


ratification of the peace treaty the court 
said a different rule applied and it held 


these duties invalid. Justices 
GrayV 


Shiras, McKenna and White dissented,' 
the latter delivering the opinion. 
:' 


After Justice White concluded 
his 


opinion, Justice Brown 
announced the 


decision of the court in the case of Arm- 
strong vs. the United .States covering 
the shipment of gaods to Porto Hico. 
This case, the court eafd, was similar to 
teh Dooley case. While duties prior to 
tho treaty were proper those subsequent 
to the treaty were not. The judgment 
of the circuit court was reversed. 


Justice White announced 
the dissent 


of Justices Gray, Shiras, McKenna and 
himself. 


Justice Brown next announced the 


opinion in the case of Downes vs. Bid- 
well, relating to a shipment of oranges 
from Porto Rico to New York after the 
enactment of the Foraker act. 


Justice Brown then proceeded to show 


the differences 
of the question in this 


case from that involved in the first case 
decided, this difference 
being based on 


time and the course taken by the, execu- 
tive and legislative branches of the gov- 
ernment. He said tnere was 
consider- 


able divergence in the 
opinion of the 


court in the past and too much weight 
should not be given to particular phases 
of past decisions, such as that referring 
the supreme authority to 
congress, as 


that might refer to the supreme author- 
ity of congress under the constitution. 
After analyzing 
the 
case of Lough- 


brough vs. Blake, the justice summed 
up the conditions under which territor- 
ies were not in the same positions as 
states. 


Justice White, in dissenting in 
the 


Dooley case made 
the announcement 


that in the Downes case, which ques- 
tions the validity 
of duties levied on 


oranges imported from Porto Rico after 
the Foraker 
act, the majority of the 


court, a.3 Mr. White stated it, reverse it- 
self and hold the duty valid. He said 
the opinion in the Downes case, which 
the court would announce later, would 
thus lead to the 
inconsistency of the 


court deciding that after the' Foraker 
act Porto Rico ceased 
to be a part of 


the United States and before the Foraker 
act it was a part of the United States. 


Justice White said 
the court would 


later in the Downea case hold that con- 
gress-had the power under 
the Porto 


Rican tariff act to impose a tariff duty 
on goods coming from Porto Rico. He 
expressed himself as unable to conceive 
on what theory they thus proceeded and 
expressed the opinion that, it was due to 
confusioF. of thought in the Delima case. 


It was settled law, by the decisions in 


the Woodruff case and 
the 
Houston 


case, he said, that the power of congress 
to levy an impost duty diet not extend 
to any territory that was a part of the 
United States and the result of the ma- 
jority opinion in the Downes case thus 
would 
be to bring about a state of 


things where territory which was a part 
of the United States before the Foraker 
act became a foreign territory after the 
Foraker act. The. dissenting justices 
throughout their dissents took occasion 
to criticise sharply the apparent conflict 
between the majority ruling in the DeJ- 
ima case and that which would follow 
later in the Downes ease.

Goes Over Till 1902. 


DR. MOFFATT'S AMENDMENT 


ADOPTED UNANIMOUSLY 


End of Four Days Dlncnsslou Comes 


Peacefully—Present Revision Com- 


mittee Will be Continued and 


Increased to 31 Members. 


PHILADELPHIA, 
May 
27—When 


the Presbyterian general assembly met 
today there appeared to be a disposi- 
tion on the part of the commissioners 
to bring the debate on creed revision to 
a.n end as soon as possible. The majori- 
ty of the delegates 'are impatient to 
settle the question so far as this assem- 
bly is concerned. There is still consid- 
erable other business of importance to 
be transacted and some of the subjects 
are expected to arouse much discussion. 


Among- these aa-e the establishment of 


an ecclesiastical 
supreme 
court, 
the 


oversight and direction of the collecting 
and distributing of benevolent offerings, 
the plan of vacancy and supply for un- 
employed ministers and churches with- 
out pastors, and a plan of oversight of 
the young peoples' societies. 


Before proceeding to the further con- 


sideration of the question of the creed 
revision the assembly adopted the re- 
port of the committee on the next place 
of meeting, which selected the Fifth av- 
enue Presbyterian church, New York, as 
the meeting place of the general assem- 
bly of 1902. 


Tho committee recommended to the 


next assembly the selection of Los An- 
geles for the assembly of 1903. 


When the order of the day—the re- 


vision of the confcs-sion of faith—was 
reached, the moderator made a few re- 
marks advising against any hasty ac- 
tion today. He said there was a tend-- 
ency to rush the matter so that the as- 
sembly could adjourn, and he hoped the 
commissioners would not get into a pan- 
icky condition and do something which 
they might regret. He suggested, how- 
ever, that all speeches be limited, and a 
motion to limit them to ten minutes was 
unanimously carried. 


James D. Moffatt, D.D., president of 


Washington and 
Jefferson 
University, 


who, 
on Saturday gave notice that he 


would offer an amendment to the ma- 
jority report, was then recognized by 
the moderator, .a'nd made a few explan- 
atory remarks. Kc told of the single 
change made striking 
out 
the 
word 


"summary" . arid 
substituting 
"state- 


ment." 


Dr. Moffatt's amendment is as fol- 


lows : 


"We recommend that this committee 


be inducted to prayer and to submit to 
the next general assembly for such dis- 
position as may be judged to be wise, a 
brief statement of the reformed faith, 
expressed, ns far as possible, in untech- 
nical terms. The stated statement is to 
be prepared with a view to its being era- 
ployed to give information and a better 
understanding of our doctrinal beliefs, 
and not with a view to its becoming a 
substitute for an alternative of our con- 
fession of faith." 


Dr. Niccotls of St. Louis, n.-lender of 


the minority party, in a brief speech, 
heartily seconded the amendment, which 
action drew forth considerable applause. 
Other seconding speeches were made. 


As each of the above commissioners 


Avho represented nil shades of opinion in 
the assembly, 
rose 
to speak 
for tho 


amendment a wave of applause swept 
over the vast assemblage. 


The amendment was 
adopted by 
a 


viva vooe vote, not one voice being rais- 
ed in opposition to it. 


The question was then on the adop- 


tion of the majority 
report, and Dr. 


Johnson moved that the three recom- 
mendations contained in the report be 
taken up seratium, and the motion was 
carried. 


Recommendation A, which calls for 


the appointment of a revision commit- 
tee, was ndopted with only a few voices 
agaanst it. 


Recommendation B, as amended, wenb 


through without a sign of opposition. 


Recommendation C, on motion of Dr. 


Baker, of Philadelphia, was amended so 
that the amendments to be prepared by 
the committee for several chapters of 
the confession of faith shall be made 
"either by modification of the text or 
by declaratory statement, but so far as 
possible by declaratory statement." This 
recommendation wns also adopted 
but 


with little opposition. 


The question 
then 
recurred to the 


adoption of the report a.s a whole. The 
moderator put the 
question, and then 


there wns one great roar of "aye." In- 
stantly the assembly rose en masse and 
sang the doxology. The moderator then 
led in prayer. The end to tho great dis- 
oiiHsion which had continued into the 
fourth day, c:ime so quickly tlint it took 
every one by surprise. Dr. Moffatt, who 
introduced the harmonizing amendment 
to recommendation B, was surrounded 
by a crowd which congratulated him on 
his success in 
bringing tfio mutter to 


such a satisfactory issue. 


After the assembly Imd again settled 


clown Dr. Baker offered a resolution that 
the, present revision committee bo con- 
tinued, Hint the commitU'c be incrensi-d 
to twenty-one, that Moderator Mintnn 
be a member thereof and that he ap- 


point the additional members. This was 
also adopted. 


On motion of Dr. Diekey the assembly 


decided to continue as secretary of the 
revision committee, Dr.,. YV. H. Roberts 
of Philadelphia, who is also the stated 
clerk of the assembly. 


F1YEWE IN COLLISION. 


Electric Cars Meet on Sharp Curve 


While Running 40 Milesan Hour. 


Were Racing on .Single JAne foe Switch— 


Both Motormeii Kllled-Over Fifty 


J'ussi:njfei-s Wounded. 


ALBANY, N. Y., May 26.—Electric 


cars racing for a switch while running 
in opposite directions, at the rate of for- 
ty miles an hour, cost five lives this af- 
ternoon by a terrific collision in which 
over fifty prominent people were injured 
some fatally and others seriously. 


The dead are: 
Frank Smith, motorman. 
William Nichols, motorman. 
Maud Kellogg, of Round Lake. 
Annie.Eooney, of Stuyvesant Falls. 
David Mahoney, Mate of 
the 
Dean 


Richmond. 


The fatally injured are: 
George C. Barrv, Troy; hurt internal- 


iy. 


Fred J. Smith, Albany: injured inter- 


nally. 


The scene of the accident was a point 


about two miles out of Greenbush on the 
line of the Albany & Hudson railway. 
The point where the cars met on the 
single track was at a sharp curve, and 
so fast were both running, and so sud- 
den was the collision, that the motor- 
men did not have time to put on the 
brakes before south,, bound car No, 22 
had gone almost through north bound 
car No. 17 and hung on the edge of a 
high bluff, with a load of shrieking, 
maimed humanity. One motorman was 
pinioned up against the smashed front 
of the south bound car with both legs- 
severed, and was killed instantly, while 
the other one lived but a few moments. 


Fully 120 men, women aud children 


formed a struggling, shrieking pyramid, 
mixed with blood, detached portions of 
human bodies and the wreckage of the 
cars. 


The few women find children who had 


escaped injury a.nd death were hysterical 
and added their cries to the shrieks of 
the 
dying and 
mutilated. Men with 


broken arms aud bones, dislocated joints 
and bloody heads and faces tried to as- 
sist others who were more severely in- 
jured. Help had been summoned from 
East Oreenbush and vicinity and in a lit- 
tle time the bruised moss of humanity, 
with the mutilated, dead for a gruesome 
and silent company, were loaded on ex- 
tra cars and taken to Albany. 


With both mototraen killed, it was 


hard to get at the real cause of the ac- 
cident, but it is pretty well determined 
that it was caused by an attempt of 
the south bound car to leach a second 
switch, instead of waiting for the north 
bound car at the first siding.

WHITE CHAPEL MURDERS 


AGAIN FRIGHTEN LONDON. 


Woman Habitue of Low Hoarding House 


Found Mutilated iu Terrible Manner 


—Panic In Neighborhood. 


LONDON, May 
28.—A 
sensational 


murder and case of mutilation h'as oc- 
curred in a low lodging house in Dorset 
street,, Whitechapel, close to the scene 
of the "Jack the Hipper" murders of 
1888. 
The victim, a woman named An- 


nie Austin, twenty-eight years old, was 
found dying in a bedroom 
on Sunday 


morning and was removed to a hospital, 
Where she died. 


The murderer escaped and the police 


were not notified of the crime until ear- 
ly yesterday. The murderer's long start 
and the total lack of a description of 
him renders his apprehension unlikely. 


The wounds on the lower part of the 


victim's body are too revolting for des- 
cription.

IMMIGRANTS HALF STARVED. 
Porto Bioaii Colonists Arrive at Honolulu 


in Deplorable Plight. 


HONOLULU, May 1C, via, San Fran- 


cisco, May 28.—Inspection of the Porto 
Rican immigrants brought here by the 
steamer Colon shows that they are in 
such a state from the need of food that 
they must be held at the quarantine sta- 
tion and ira.it tinttJ they regain strength 
sufficient to enable them to bear the 
journey to the other islands and to plan- 
tations on which they will work. 


A joint committee of the legislature 


paid a visit to Quarantine island to in- 
spect the immigrants. The trip is said 
to have ended-in disagreement as to the 
condition of the immigrants and their 
value as citizens of Hawaii. 


Over half the immigrants on the Colon 


were women and children and a consid- 
erable number of the men were infirm, 
while all wore more or less emaciated. 
This is attributed to lack of food in their 
old homes.

They 
are not even required to prove, either 
that no crinre wns committed, or thnt 
they did not commit it, or that'what 
they did was not a crime.

THE PORTO RICO CASKS. 


The supreme court decisions in the

WAS STRUCK IN FACE AND 


RENDERED UNCONSCIOUS 


HostAdmits That He and Jnhri 'Did All 


the Fighting: — Officer's Head Cut 


Open and Pace Terribly Pounded 


— Conscious Today.

He moaned and the telephone 
rang and he awakened the'driver of the 
patrol, Griff. Williams and told his story 
and by this time Officer Vogel was back 
on Main street. and observed some one 
in the office and walked in and the sight 
which rout his eyes was a fearful one. 
He failed to recognize Officer Anderson. 


Answering 
the phone, 
Mr, Williams 


was informed that a man had been kill- 
ed under the .bridge, and that it was-Of- 
ficer Anderson they heard. 


BLOOD AND MUD. 


He was literally covered with blood 


and mud, and his face was bruised find 
pounded and swollen to twice its natur- 
al size and on his head was a gaping 
wound 
from which the 
blood gushed. 


Chief of Police Pfisfcer who had retired 
for the night was aroused and hurvieu 
out. It was deemed best to take the in- 
jured officer to the St. Mary's hospital. 
Dr, Nott was called and made an exam- 
ination and found the cuts on the head, 
bruised face and body and proceeded to 
dress them and he said that he never 
saw a man battered and bruised worse 
and marveled that he was not killed, but 
he gave as his opinion that unless com- 
plications or blood poisoning set in tne 
officer would recover.

They were covered with mud and bare- 
headed and he knew they-hud been in 
trouble. The men were Louis Juhri and 
Theodore Host, and when taken to the 
police 
office and questioned, 
admitted 


that they had a hand in the assault on 
the officer and gave the names of the 
other five men who were in the crowd 
and within a few hours Chief of Police, 
Pfister and his men had the whole crowd 
locked in jail, 


JUHRI STRUCK THE OFFICER. 
One of the men said that when the of- 


ficer accosted them that Juhri struck 
Mid knocked him ofT the sidewalk and 
proceeded to kick him in Hie face ahd on 
the head and that Rost assisted him in 
the assault, but that the other five ran 
away and took no hand in the assault 
whatever, but the chief doubts the story 
and believes that more took a bhii'd in 
the 
assault, Juhri, when questioned, 


pretended that he know nothing about 
the affair and Host does not, care to re- 
member anything. The inmates of rise

CABBAGE WORMS. 


Hot "Water I* the Rented?-, l>«t It 


Need* Deft Handling;. 


We have in this country three differ- 


ent species of cabbage butterflies. The 
worst of all three is the imported cab- 
bage butterfly (Plerls rapnc). .This 13 
white, with the tips of the front wings 
black. The female has two black spots 
on the front wings, the male only one, 
Of all the butterflies that are Injurious

to crops in America this is undoubted- 
ly the worst. The larvcc work In cab- 
bages, rape and various other plants. 


From the nature of the case poison 


cnunot be safely used, ancl we have to 
resort to other means for destroying 
them. One of these is hot water. This 
hns proved successful in certain cases, 
though complaints have come from 
some parties who have used it. 


The efficiency of hot water depends 


upon the fact that it tnJies a less degree 
of heat to kill cabbage worms than to 
injure the cabbage. 


The ordinary manner of applying the 


hot water is through a sprinkler. Wa- 
ter Is taken boiling hot to the field and 
poured into a sprinkler. 
From this it 


Is poured on the infested plants, killing 
the worms, but not injuring the cab- 
bages. 


Now, 
the exact, distance that must b« 


maintained between the watering pot 
ancl the plants cannot be stated, be- 
cause the watering pots vary so much 
as to the size of the holes, and the tem- 
perature is likely to vary with the dis- 
tance from the heating apparatus. The 
finer the holes, of course, the nearer 
one can gel: to the plants. If, on the 
other hand, the holes In the sprinkler 
are coarse, the drops of water will not 
cool sufficiently, arid the plants will be 
Injured. Every one must try for him- 
self on a few plants at first and then 
wait to see the effect. 


Another remedy that is on some ac- 


counts better la kerosene emulsion ap- 
plied in the ordinary way. 
Professor 


HtlJman of Nevada highly recommends 
the addition of one ounce of pyrethrum, 
or Persian Insert powder, to the liquid 
when it Is ready to apply. 


The work against the early broods of 


these insects In spring and early sum- 
mer should be prosecuted with great 
vigor. 
At this time, before the head 


begins to form, the most effective work 
can be done.—R. H. Pettlt, Michigan. 


Plants need a good doul more water 


as the days grow longer and warmer 
th»n they do In midwinter. 
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With toll ana lWtili*er. 


Blackened pocketlike cavities and 


roughened corky 'spots are characteria- 
tic of scab'on potatoes. On beets it 
does not lead to pits, but results in 
rough, corky^clevattons which are usu- 
ally more extensive on the upper half 
ofardbt. 


Every potato grower knows that 


eome soils arej.more favorable to scab 
than others. OhemiBt'Jones of the Ver- 
mont stations-says: General experience 
indicates that heavy soils, whether 
they are of clay, mUck or humus, are 
of the favoring class. This may be bo- 
cause they pare moister. 


There is ground for the statement 


sometimes made that the soil best fit- 
ted for a large yield of potatoes Is also 
most inclined to scab. • 


Experiments at the Rhode Island sta- 


tion show that an acid condition of the 
soil checks the development of the scab 
fungus, and Professor Wheeler sug- 
gests that plowing under a green crop, 
such- as clover, will check the scab 
fungus, since thia green matter while 
decomposing will render the soil tem- 
porarily acid. On the other hand, fer- 
tilizers or manures which tend to de- 
stroy the natural acidity of the boll or 
to increase its alkalinity may thereby 
render conditions more favorable for 
the fungus. 


It is the common experience that 


Jinie and ashes are apt to favor the 
scab. The Rhode Island experiments 
showed that this is. attributable to 
their content of carbonate of lime 
which renders the soil favorably al- 
kaline. 
Similar increase of scab fol- 


lowed the use of soda ash (carbonate 
of soda), potash (carbonate of potas- 
sium) and magnesia. 
Stable manure 


of all kinds favors the scab develop- 
ment, probably for similar reasons. 


Fertilizing materials which do not 


tend to increase the scab and which 
may even check it are enumerated as 
follows: Common salt, land plaster, 
most commercial fertilizers (including 
superphosphates), sulphate of. ammo- 
nia,'nitrate of soda, kainit, muriate of 
potash and sulphate of potash.

cultivfttjon that have been.in vogue for 
almost 40 year's, it is one of the best 
cultivators we know of. 


It has the further advantage of get- 


ting over the ground rapidly. 
A 1(J 


foot weeder, for example, will cover 
nny Held needing surface cultivation 
in a very short time, and the fact en- 
ables the fanner to give that frequent 
cultivation that is necessary to break 
up crusts after rains and to keep the 
upper inch of the soil in a condition 
that will make it an effective mulch 
for the conservation of moisture dur- 
ing dry weather. 


We are satisfied that a trial of the 


weeder will copvince any farmer of its 
value, and those who have not Investi- 
gated It should inquire of their dealers 
about it, says Iowa Homestead.

The ridges for sweet potatoes should 


be 3 or 3ya feet from center te~~center 
unless the -aim Is to grow the largest 
quantity possible per acre, in which 
case the width may be reduced to 2% 
feet. The width last named is sufficient 
for the "vlnelesa" or. "bush" varieties. 


Where the plants are set in rowe one 


way only a distance of 18 inches be- 
tween plants is recommended. When 
planted !n cheese for working both 
ways, they must be at least two feet 
apart. The only advantage of planting 
In checks IB that it- saves something in 
hand labor on grassy ground. 


A ewcetipot&to plant" ebould be set a 


Httle deeper In transplanting than It 
was in the/plant' bed "so that no part of 
the stem thlnt was protected by eartb In 
the bed siikirbe exposed in the field. 
For planting by hand the 
ground 


should be feoist, bnt not wet. 
If It is 


very dry, the plants should be watered 
as soon as convenient after planting. 
Much of the vitality'of plants is saved, 
particularly if the planting is done In 
sunshine and wind or when the ground 
is dry, by mudding or puddling the 
roots. This is done by dipping them 
Into a batter of the consistency of thick 
cream made of clay and water.

With m Bare Surface Soil Stirring 


.Should Come Next. 


In most parts of the irrigated region 


clean culture Is practiced during the 
growing season. This clean culture is 
undertaken for two main reasons. One 
is to reduce the irrigation requirements 
and retain added moisture for the use 
of the plants.

Consequently it is a uni- 
versal conclusion thftt with a bnre sur- 
face soil stirring must follow irrigation 
just as soon as the soil comes to a good 
working condition; What the cultiva- 
tion shall be depends upon the nature 
of the soil,' 


Winter irrigation is almost always 


followed by a good plowing find by a 
good harrowing also unless considera- 
ble rainfall Is to be expected afterward. 


Summer 
Irrigation is followed by 


stirring with whichever of the many 
forms of cultivators is found by local 
experience to be the best pulverizer foi 
the particular soil and which secures 
with the least Inbor fineness to an ade- 
quate depth, for it is plain that in the 
thirsty air of the arid region the earth 
mulch must be somewhat deep as well 
as One to protect the firm layer from 
loss by evaporation.

It turns 'ivory white, gradually chang- 
ing to yellow, then pink, deepening in- 
to beautiful red when fully ripe.. 


When in its waxy white stage of 


ripening, the fruit. Is very solid- and 
firm and, It Is claimed, will bear almost 
as rough,handling as potatoes. 


The fruit cnn be picked when passing 


out of tho white stage and be shipped 
or stored awny for cloys and be found 
tender skinned and red ripe when 
wanted for use.

word "delinquent child," shall In- 
clude any child under the age of sixteen 
years, who violates any law of this state' 
the penalty for which is not Imprisonment 
In the state prison, or who violates any city 
or village ordinance. 


The Judges of the several state 
and county courts of record, in counties 
where this act shall be In force, shall at

the national-guard •may/..be located, may 
erect or purchase a suitable armory for the 
purpose of drill and for the eafe keeping 
or the nrms, equipments, uniforms and 
other military property furnished by th<i 
state,-and for public meetings and conven- 
tions, when such use will hot interfere with 
tho use of such building by the national 
guard; plans and specifications- for which 
armory shall be inspected and approved by 
the governor, adjutant general and quar- 
termaster general, who shall file with 'the 
board of supervisors-of such county, or the 
common council of euch city, a certificate 
of such inspection and approval prior to

First. When tue transfer Is by will or 
by the Intestate laws of this state from 
any person dying possessed of the property 
while a resident of the state.

Section 1. A person employing or direct- 


ing another to perform lubor of nny kind in 
the erection, repairing, altering or ptiintlug 
of n house, building or structure shall not 
furnish or erect, or canse to be furnished or 
erected for the performance of such labor, 
scaffolding, hoists, stays, ladders or other 
mechanical contrivances, which are unsafe, 
unsuitable or Improper, nnd which arc not 


so constructed, placed and operated as to 
give proper protection, to the life and limb 
of a person so employed or engaged.' Sc»t^ 
folding or staging swung or suspended fvom 
an overhead support, more tban-twenty feet 
from the ground or floor, shall have a safety 
rail of wocul, properly bolted, secured aftd 
braced, rising at least thirty-four Inches 
above the floor or main portions of 
sucfe 


Bcaffolding or staging and extending along 
the entire length of the- oatside and the 
ends thereof, and properly attached thereto, 
and such scaffolding or staging shnll t>0 so 
fastened as to prevent the same from sway-

to the factory inspector that the scaffolding

cnse may be. If he declares It unsafe, he 
shall nt once, In .writing, notify the person 
responsible for its erection of the fact, and 
warn him against the use thereof. Such no- 
tice may be served personally upon the per- 
EOII responsible for Its erection, or by con- 
spicuously affixing It to the scaffolding, or 
the part thereof declared to 'be unsafe. Af-

place, he shall examine such complainant 
on oath, reduce his complaint to writing de- 
scribing as particularly ns may be the place 
where said fish, venison, fowl or game Is 
alleged to be concealed and cause the same, 
to bo subscribed by the person complain- 
ing.

Section 4. Tho veterinary surgeon shall 


render snch services and perform such du- 
ties as shall be required by the rules of the 
fire department, and also such as may be 
required by the chief at any time.

It shnll be the 
duty of Iho veterinary surgeon to make * 
prompt written report to the chief Imme- 
diately upon discovering- that any horse In 
use In the department Is not fit for further 
service therein and upon the approval by 
the chief of any such report, the horse or 
horses named therein may be Bold or other- 
wise disposed of by the proper officer or 
ofiiccrs of the city.

the town clerk, and If the public good-re-

CHAl'TKK 440. 


AN ACT for the establishment of a live 


stock sanitary board. 


The people of the State of Wisconsin rep- 
resented in senate aud assembly do enact 
as follows 
Section 1. There is hereby constituted a 
state live stock sanitary board which shall 
consist of three members of the state board 
of agriculture, to be chosen by that body 
from its membership, the bacteriologist of 
the state agricultural college, and the state 
veterinarian; the last two mentioned mem- 
bers to bo ex-otliclo members of the board, 
and the state veterinarian to serve without 
additional compensation. The members se- 
lected from the state board of agriculture 
shall hold office for a term of three years, 
except that the member first chosen shall 
hold his position for one year, the second 
for two years, and the third for three years, 
from the first day of Juno, 1901. They shall 
serve without salary, but shall 
be paid 
three dollars per day, and all members of 
the board shall be paid their actual ex- 
penses when In the discharge of their du- 
ties. Meetings of the board shall be lim- 
ited to twelve in each year, nnd the service 
of uo member on said board, for which a 
per illcin Is paid, shnll exceed thitry days 
in nny one year. The board may organize 
by the election of president and secretary 
aud shall hold its office in such room !u tho 
capitol ns the governor may designate. 
Section 2. It snail be the duty of the 
state live, stock sanitary board to protect 
the health of domestic animals of the state: 
to determine and employ the most efficient 
and practical means for the prevention, sup- 
pression, control, or eradication of danger- 
ous, 
contagious 
or 
infodious .diseases 


among domestic, animals; and for these pur- 
poses It Is hereby authorized aud empow- 
ered to establish, 
maintain, 
enforce aud 


regulate such quarantine and other meas- 
ures relating to the movement and care o*^ 
animals and their products, the dlsinfec- ] 
tlou of suspected localities and articles ami

tho disposition of animals, as It may deem 
necessary, and to adopt from tlmo to time, 
all such regulations as may be necessary 
and proper for carrying out tho purposes 
of (his act.

Eat While Swimming-. 


With my gastronomic taste, I naturally 
was very curious to know just what kind 
of terrapin nre caught in these waters, 
for the dish is one much sought after by 
epicures and forms part of the menu of 
every first-class hotel on the coast.

was told that none are caught 
about 


here, but was invited to a sea-turtle hunt. 
Let the reader imagine a turtle weighing 
all the way from 1200 to 1500 pounds— 
and not long ago one was turned over on 
the beach near Miami that weighed more 
than 1(500 pounds-H>f course, I am giv- 
ing the largest weight, for the averago 
weight of those caught along the coast is 
about 500 pounds. After they are caught 
the turtles are kept for a long time^ their 
captors feeding them on cabbage, lettuce, 
turnips, carrots and sea grasses. 
The study of this monster shellfish ia a 
most interesting one. In order to get 
rid of the parasites that-/cling to their 
shells 
they 
often 
enter 
fresh-water 


streams to enjoy a bath, but they arc 
extremely timid aud take fright at the 
least noise. The hunter knows, however, 
that the turtle feeds in brackish streams, 
where the tide falls rather low and where 
the turtle grass grows in greatest pro- 
fusion. 
The turtles cut great quantities 


of this grass and then roll it into a bail, 
cementing it as they roll it with the clay 
in which the grass grows; aud in this 
way, when they have rnaunged to amass 
a goodly supply of provision, they wait 
for high tide and float away seaward, 
feeding as they float. The professional 
hunters nre quick to detect these balls, 
nnd just the moment they do so they set 
their seines nnd send their peggers, as the 
men are called, in search of the feeding 
shoals. 
Men are not the only enemies 
the turtles have, however, for bears, rac- 
coons, and other animals native to Flor- 
ida destroy great numbers of them.— 
Jacksonville (Fla.) Correspondence of the 
Baltimore American.

In round numbers the new mint -wjll 
cost the country about $3,000,000, of 
which a little more than two millions 
have been pnt.into the building. 
The 
rest has -been expended for new ma- 
chinery, which will nearly treble the pro- 
ducing capacity of the Philadelphia mint. 
A vast amount of new coining presses 
will be separately run by electricity. 
There will be no chanca for a general 
break-down. As handpresses gave way 
to steam about the time that the g;overn- 
nient moved into the present mint, so 
§oon to be deserted, so steam will be dis- 
placed by electricity in the new building. 
One of the most interesting features of 
the new mint is the frankness with 
which the government Intends to take 
the people into its confidence. 
A chain 


of galleries extending through the build- 
ing will permit visitors to see every pro- 
cess of coinage from the time the metal 
is recived until it is the finished coin 
stored away in the huge vaults. In the 
present building visitors have necessarily 
been somewhat restricted, although more 
than a million visitors go through it each 
year. The vast amount of precious metal 
always in course of transition makes the 
most watchful care necessary, and at 
present excludes the public from some of 
the departments altogether. In the new 
mint all this will be changed. 
Tho daily .sweepings of the mint are 


suggestive of Dickens' "Golden Dust- 
man." 
They average $50,000 a year. 


The floors in the milling room are made 
of honeycombed iron divided' into small 
sections," so thnt thev can be readily tak- 
en up to save the dust.
